Winchester, Va., March 
15— The 
corner of a Liberty bond protruding 
from the door of a stove in which he 
was shoveling coal led to the discov­ 
ery by R. A. Mitchell, railroad agent 
at Water Lick, Virginia, of about $75,- 
000 in bonds concealed in tile stations 
wa! bin. 
Some of the bonds were re­ 
gistered in the name of officials of the 
Grotto Virginia State bank and part 
at least of the cache were believed to 
represent loot secured from that in­ 
struction wheii 
it was burglarised 
June 30, 1921. 
Two thirds of the fund 
recovered 
were registered the remainder being 
railroad and industrial issues.
